Alleged Swindler De-

CHICAGO—(INS)—John Factor, 
admittedly the smoothest barber 
who ever graduated out of Chi- 
cago’s west side, surrendered to fed- 
eral authorities today on the charge 
that he duped British investors out 
« $7,000,000 in a huge stock swin-

He announced he would plead not 
guilty and fight extradition to Lon- 
don, which has been requested by 
British authorities. 

Incidentally, “Jake the Barber” 
told how he fraternized with the 
Prince of Wales at one of the bet- 
ter gambling casinos in Europe. 

Following his surrender, Factor 
had his fingerprints taken for the 
first time in his life. Law partners 
of U. S. Senator Otis F. Glenn rep- 
resented him when he was arraigned 
before U. S. Commissioner Edwin 
K. Walker. 

“Prince Poor Player” 

The former immigrant boy, who 
supposedly had been sought by 
henchmen of Jack “Legs” Diamond, 
New York gangster, as well as by 
federal detectives and operatives of 
Scotland Yard, was glad to tell how 
he met the Prince of Wales. 

“On August 16 last year,” he said, 
“T won $650,000 playing Chemin de 
Fer in the casina at Le Toquet, near 
Deauville. A few nights later the 
management of the casino called me 
at my hotel. They said the prince 
was going to play that night and 
asked if I would like to participate

Brookhart declared his plan for 
saving agriculture was originally 
formulated by President Hoover and 
Julius H. Barnes, chairman of the 
United States chamber of come 
merce. He said Hoover and Barnes 
joined in asking like power from 
congress in 1919 for the grain sta- 
bilization corporation and that con- 
gress granted it. limiting opera- 
tions, however, only to the wheat 
crop. 

“The pledges of all the political 
parties have failed,” said Brook- 
hart. ‘“‘The condition of agriculture 
as a whole is worse instead of bet- 
ter.

“As Mr. Barnes said, the only 
wise legislation possible is such cx- 
tensive preparation that it will 
meet any possible additional de- 
velopment of combination of in 
fluences creating the most unfavor- 
able conditions,” said Brookhart.

WOMAN BURIED 
IS FOUND ALIVE 


Escapes Fate of U. S. 
General, Killed in 


Cave-in 


CINQ MARS LA PILE, France— 
(INS)—Buried for more than 24 
hours by the collapse of a wall that 
killed her husband and Brigadier 
General Robert H. Dunlap of the 
United States Marine Corps, Mme. 
Denis Briand, a domestic, was 
found alive by rescue workers at 
the Chateau Farniere today. 

Despite the fact General Dunlap 
and Briand were instantly killed, 
Mme. Briand was believed toa have 
escaped with only minor injuries. 

The wall collapsed while Mme. 
Briand was feeding cattle on the 
grounds of the Chateau Fariniere, 
now converted into a pension and 
at which General Dunlap and his 
wife were guests. The general and 
Briand hearing the woman’s cries, 
rushed to her rescue and were im- 
mediately trapped. by a miniature 
avalanche. 

General Dunlap’s body and that 
of Briand were found after an all 
night search by a. battalion of 
French engineers, aided by tanks 
and tractors. It was lying face 
downward in the dirt and his head 
was crushed. Physicians who ex- 
amined the body said death un- 
doubtedly was instantaneous. 

Throughout the night, the voice 
of Mme. Briand was heard at in- 
tervals, spurring the searchers to 
renewed efforts.‘ She did not real- 
ize, rescue workers said, that the 
courageous general and her hus- 
band were dead beneath the rock 
and earth only a few feet away 
from where she lay. 

The body of General Dunlap, the 
youngest Brigadier in the U. S. M. 
C., was taken to Tours immediate- 
ly after its recovery. Mrs. Dunlap, 
who witnessed her husband’s death 
and stood vigil throughout the 
night while workers labored to ex-

STATISTICS ON 4 
ACCIDENTS ARE 
RELEASED HERE 


Local Office Eastern 
Iowa Motor Clubs 
Gives Out Data 


Figures released by the local of- 
fice of the Eastern Iowa Motor 
Clubs revealed today that there 
were 32,500 persons killed, 962,225 
injured in 835,250 automobile ac- 
cidents during the year 1930. The 
report also states that yearly half 
of the fatalities, 45.9 per cent, were 
| caused by automobiles | striking 
pedestrians and that 49.2 per cent 
of the injuries were due to colli- 
sions between automobiles. 

Four factors must be considered 
if the scope of the many motor ac- 
cidents are to be considered, ac- 
cording to the report. First, the 
personal element, including the 
driver and the pedestrain and the 
degree of responsibility exercised by 
both; second, the vehicle and its 
condition; third, the pnysical con- 
dition of the roadway; and fourth, 
the regulations for the use of this 
roadway. j 

Many Violate Laws 

It is significant to note that 30.3 
per cent of the drivers causing ac- 
cidents did not have the right-of- 
way and that 21.4 per cent were ex- 
ceeding the legal speed limits, and 
that 16.1 per cent were on the 
wrong side of the road. It might 
also be interesting to remember 
that in the case of 85 per cenit of 
all fatal accidents the direction waa 
straight ahead and that the direc- 
tion was also straight ahead 78 per 
cent of all accidents. 

Figures attest to the fact that 
43.5 per cent of accidents have oc- 
curred at street intersections. And 
that these accidents took place be- 
twen the hours of 4 p. m. and 9 
p.m. The homeward rush at dusk 
from various ofices and factories 
were two causes which contributed 
greatly toward this high percent- 
age of accidents which took place 
between these hours. 

Drivers 25 to 54 
| Drivers between the ages of 25 
to 54 have were largeiy responsible 
for all accidents, the report states. 
And of those in this class 91 per 
cent have driven cars for over a 
year. 

Although accidents are more 
liable to happen when roads are 
slippery and Visibility is poor it 
might be well to note that 79.9 per 
cent of all‘ fatalities and 80 per 
cent of all non-fatal mishaps oc- 
curred in clear. dry weather. 

Male drivers have contributed to 
93 per cent of all accidents record- 





The figures which have appeared 
in this report as released by the lo- 
cal office of the Eastern Iowa Mo- 
tor Clubs have been compiled by 
studying statistics collected from 
forty states.

In Contract Bridge South would 
start with two Diamonds, and West 
would bid thrze Clubs. North prop- 
erly could bid six Diamc-ids in view 
of South’s announcement of six 
tricks by his original bid. North 
could count ‘“1e Ace of Diam- 
onds as I raiser, five cards of part- 
ner’s suit as 142 more, the void Club

The 
way out is through co-operation and organization. 

Surplus wheat is not the only obstacle to a revival of agri- 
cultural prosperity. Last year, Mr. Legge asserted, the wal- 
nut growers, who, through co-operation, control 90 per cent 
of their crop, sold it at the best price in history. The same 
thing can be done with wheat, with dairy products and with 
any other staple commodity produced on the farm, 

The virtues of collective bargaining, mass distribution, as 
Norman Baker has repeatedly urged in his contentions for a 

single farm organization, cannot be over-emphasized, The

“So far as my observation goes, American magazines 
commonly deal with one another in a courteous manner. 
Their relations, to be sure, are not often intimate. It is sel- 
dom that I have any business with any other magazine edi- 
tor. I know a good many of them but I meet them only oc- 
casionally. I do not believe that a nationa] organization of 
magazine editors would accomplish any good, save maybe to 
bootleggers. The problems confronting them as individuals 
differ too much, 

“T have no complaint to make about my contacts with news- 
papermen. The more conservative editorial writers some- 
times denounce the American Mercury or its editor with great 
violence, but I see no objection to that. I believe in free speech 
up to and including the extreme limit of human endurance, 
and like to see it exercised by my opponents. Now and then 
an editorial writer or reporter, in writing about the magazine, 
makes a slip on a poini of fact, but I have never heard of a 
newspaperman making a slip as gross and dangerous as those 
made by lawyers, statesmen and medical men every day.”

Chain Store Tax Upheld 

The-closeness of the difference of opinion relative to the 
taxation of chain stores above that of the individually 
owned store is shown in the five to four vote of the United 
States supreme court which upheld the Indiana chain store 
tax law after it had been declared unconstitutional by an In- 
diana district court. The case was carried to the country’s 
highest court by the owner of 225 chain grocery stores who 
contended the law was discriminatory, The statute provided 
a granduated license fee from a minimum of three dollars 
for one store up to $25 a year for each store owned by a single

“ARTHRITIS” 

, in standard text books many 
types of arthritis are designated 
and given special names. While 
these fine distinctions may be of 
some technical interest it is not 
necessary to go into the technical 
discriptions in order to understand 
them. 

A few terms may be given with 
their definitions so that the read- 
er will have an idea of what is 
meant when some of these terms 
are mentioned. For example: mono- 
arthritis, is arthritis affecting 
a single joint. Poly-arthritis, is 
an inflamation affecting several 
joints of the body. Spondilitis is a 
term used to designate an infla- 
mation affecting the joints of the 
spinal column. 

The real fundamental cause of 
arthritis is always a toxic condi- 
tion of the blood stream.

In noraml health the 
hody is little affected by changes 
in temperature. 

The physiological fhechanism is 
very elastic and responds very read- 
ily to external temperatures, Chem- 
ical and other changes take place 
which regulate the heat of the 
body according to the demands 
made upon it.

It is at least worth 
a thought and I hope you see fit to 
publish it, It follows: 

It is particular:y important for 
statosmen and industrial leaders to 
remember that society is a juridical 


institution, namely, that it rests on | 
the bed rock of justice, and not on) 


charity. While charity is an ex- 
tremelv necessary social force, it is 
not the basis of society. Unwise po- 
licies, based on a mistaken concept 
of humen relations, are sometimes 
adopted by legislatures and indus- 
trial corporations. To illustrate, gov- 
ernment that fails to search out and 
remove the economic causes of pov- 
erty and contents itself with main- 
taining elaborate systems of relief, 
is proceeding on a false premise. 
If some of its citizens are actually 
in need, investigation should be 
made as to whether or not their 
just rights are being invaded by 





their stronger fellow-citizens. It is 
the primary duty of the state to 
stamp out such injustices when they 
are found to exist. For example, the 
right. of a decent family income 
in return for useful labor is a right 
conferred by justice on farm and 
city workers. If this right is allowed 
to be violated, no system of public 
charity in the form of cash aid to 
farmers or poor relief to city dwell- 
ers can take its place. This’ would 
be a misconception of the purpose 
of organized government. 

To repeat, human society is a jur- 
idical institution and the primary 
function of a government is to see 
that the just rights of its citizens 
are unprotected. This is done 
through the enforcement of justice, 

Another example of ‘the disregard 
of the juridical character of society 
may be found in certain manufac- 
turing establishments that have de- 
veloped activities known as welfare 
systems.°

tion to the false conception that 
soeieny pg sounted on charity.

REDUCTION IN 
WHEAT ACREAGE 


Kansas Man Advises 
Cut of 50 Per Cent 
In Production 


TOPEKA, Kan.—(Special)—The 
forthcoming crop of wheat will 
bring to the farmer only about 33 
cents gross per bushel, based upun 
the present July options, Gov. Har- 
ry H. Woodring was told in a letter 
from State Representative Donaid 
Muir, who said he is the largest 
wheat raiser in Harper county. 

The letter, made available by the 
Governor, stated that wheat acre- 
age next Fall must be reduced by at 
least 50 per cent, to a point that wiil 
make ‘necessary the importation of 
wheat to meet milling requirements. 

Proposes Conference 

Mr. Muir proposed to the gov- 
ernor that the latter call a confer- 
ence of the governors of the wheat- 
growing states, preferably the Win- 
ter wheat states, he said, and re- 
quest the secretary-of agriculture 
and representatives of the Federal 
Farm board and all farm organiza- 
tions to attend. 

He suggested that at such a con- 
ference each owner and tenant of 
farm land be solicited to sign an 
agreement to reduce acreage next 
fall by not less than 50 per cent. 

“The new crop coming on thé last 
of June and first of July, based 
upon the present July options,” Mr. 
Muir said, “will gross the farmer 
approximately 33 cents per bushel 
at Kansas points, or a little more 
than one-third of what it costs the 


‘99 | enant farmer to produce the crop. 


Based upon a 15-bushel-per-acre 
average, which will about meet the 
state’s production, the tenant will 
receive 10 bushels and the land- 
lord five. ‘This will give the tenant 
around $3 per acre gross and the 
landlord about $1. Neither can 


0c | exist upon these prices. 


Farm Board Suggestion 


“The farm board has repeatedly 
urged the farmers to cut their acre- 
age. They have urged them to cut 
their acreage 10 to 15 per cent. I 
have understood that you have 
taken a stand against this prop- 
osition and in this I believe you are 
right. A 10 or 15 per cent reduc- 
tion will not gain the desired end. 
If the general depression remains) *~ 
on, the price will probably remain 
the same. We must reduce the 
acreage to a point where there will 
be no question but that it will be 
necessary to import wheat to meet 
the demands of our milling require- 
ments. I have talked with a num- 
ber of farmers, both tenant and 
landlord, and without exception they 
believe the suggestion I am making 
to you is the proper solution. 

“The situation, being desperate, 
requires desperate remedies. ‘The 
eastern and consuming States have 
no sympathy with the plight of the 
wheat farmer of the West. Their 
sole desire is to secure breadstuffs 
as cheaply as possible, they being 
consumers entirely. They do not 
realize that until the wheat raiser 
can get on a profitable basis he 
cannot purchase the commodities 
b | they manufacture, which in turn 
would benefit them.” 


There is reason to believe that 
the grain industry will recover from 
its present depression and that 
surpluses will be eliminated within 
the next two or three years, as has 
been predicted by a prominent 
economist, James C. Stone, chair- 
man of the Federal Farm Board, 
declares. 

Mr. Stone said he “feels and 
hopes” that this will be the case. 
He added, however, that he does not 
believe the American farmer can 
compete with Russia wheat, al- 
though he does think Americans 
can compete in world cotton mar- 
kets because the crop is produced 
near the seaboard where cheap 
transportation is available. 

Referring to a suggestion that 
Russia will have to buy large quan- 
tities of agricultural machinery and 
that this may raise the cost of pro- 
ducing wheat there, Mr. Stone said 
there may be some basis for this 
view.

Crop Conditions Good 
All Over State; 
Rains Help 


_ DES MOINES, Ia.—(INS)—The 
week just enced’ has been an ideal 
one for agriculture and all crops in 
Iowa showed great improvement, 
Charles D. Reed, senior meteorolo- 
gist of the United States department 
of agriculture, said here today in 
his weekly crop summary. 

He declared» sunny skies and 
warmth followed by timely well dis- 
tributed and mostly slow falling 
rains contributed. to the excellent 
progress made by crops. 

Corn Planting Nears End 

Corn planting is four-fifths com- 
pleted in the state he said, which is 
about six days ahead of normal. 
Corn came up rapidly last week, he 
further reported. 

Scattered reports of winter wheat 
and-rye heading have been received 
during the last week, Mr. Reed said 

His summary follows: 

Sunny skies and warmth, followed 
by timely well distributed and most- 
ly slow falling rains made the week 
ideal for agriculture. During most 
of the week the soil lost moisture ra- 
pidly and the rains toward the close 
scarcely replenished the loss, except 
in some sot..21ern counties where 
the rains exceeded one inch. Crops 
are being maintained by the mois- 
ture of about one foot of surface 
soil. 

Frost Damage Slight 

Corn planting made excellent pro- 
gress and now averages more than 
four-fifths done, which is at least 
19 per cent, or six days ahead of 
normal. Cutworms are very active 
and farmers’are delaying planting 
on sod till they have run their 
course. There was sufficient mois- 
ture in the surface scil so that the 
warm sunshine brought the corn 
up rapidly. In many fields the rows 
can be seen both wa-s. 

Oats, barley, wheat and rye made 
good growth, and there are scattered 
reports of winter wheat and rye 
heading. 

Meadows and pastures are slow in 
recovering, and the stand is patchy. 
New seedings : “ow improvement. 

Potatoes are up again since the 
freezes. Fruits, particularly tree 
fruits, s2em to be setting a good 
crop in spite of the freezes. Straw- 
berries are full of bloom in those 
portions of the state that were not 
seriously affected ‘by drouth last 
season, but in the drouth sections, 
the plants : re small and lack vigor.
